The Introduction. 
from the Premiſſes, that whoever ſhall 
collect the Laws, relating to any Branch 
of our Duty, and endeavour to range 
them in ſuch a Method, as may render 
them plain and intelligible to the People, 
needs not make any Apology for his 
Undertaking : I ſball only, in Anſwer to 
the Clamours of thoſe, who are obnoxt- 
ous to the Laws I am conſidering, ſhew 
the Neceſſity the Government was under 
of making theſe Proviſions: for its own 
Preſervation; and in order to this, pro 
duce ſeveral Inſtances of the haughty De- 
mands and intolerable Exactions of the 
See of Rome, while we were under its 
Tyranny, and the repeated Attempts of 
that See again to enſlave both Prince and 
People; and give ſome Account of tge 
Riſe of the Nonconformiſte, and their ge- 
haviour in the Reign of Queen EliaaletbL, 
and ſince, which brought them under the 
ſame Penalties and Diſabilities with Pa- 
piſts, and made them look d upon as e- 
qually dangerous to Church and State. 
Our Hiſtorians abound with Inſtances of

Uſage, depriv'd all the Clergy that obey'd 
the Pope's Interdict; and the Pope on the 

other ſide ſuſpended thoſe who adherd 
to the King, excommunicated the King's 


7 Perſon, and ſtrictiy enjoin'd all Men to 
abandon his Preſence. He abſolved the 


King's Subjects from their Obedience, and 
commanded all Perfons, under Pain of 
Excommuniĩcation, to avoid him in pri- 
vate and publick at his Table, Council 
and common Converſation. 
le further decreed; That King John 
ſhould be entirely depoſed from his King- 
dom, and that his Holineſs would appoint 
a more worthy: Perſon to ſucceed him. 
He: accordingly wrote to Philip King of 


France, requiring him to put this Sen-
